Yellow Fever Among Them. 


El Paso. Tex., Sept. 2i.—Dr. 
Alex­ 
ander, United States quarantine officer 
here, received 
notice 
from 
officials 
of 
tho 
Mexican 
Central 
Railway 
company a few days ago that over 1000 
Italian immigrants were en route hero 
from Vera Cruz, Mex., and that twenty 
of them had died of yellow fever since 
leaving Vera Cruz. 
The story was con­ 
firmed Friday by tho arrival of about 
thirty of the colony in E l Paso. 
They 
were arrested by the immigration au­ 
thorities aud taken back to Juarez, Mex. 
Those who have arrived tell a piteous 
ptory of there experience at Vera Cruz. 
About 50 Chinamen, wbo wore a part 
of the colony of nearly a 1000 discharged 
at Tampico by the Mexican Central rail­ 
road, are in Juarez .seeking admission 
into the United .States, aud the situa­ 
tion now 
in that city 
is becoming 
alarming.

i in the world’s supply will probably main* 
; tain prices At not much below the pres- 
■ eut level of about JO cents a pound, or, 
I roughly speaking, say $50 a bale, and if 
I it should fall below this figure ptjfje* 
j ought to oorrespondiugly advance. 
Ou the basis of 9,500,000 bales, this 
would give a valuation of $475,000,000, 
which would be the most valuable cot- 
i ton crop raised in this country.

! 1865*60, raised just after the close of the 
war. when cottou was commanding an 
average of n e a rly $200 a bale and when 
' the crop was 2,200,000 bales, yielded

The average value of the cotton crop 
of the six years from 1893-94 to 1898-99 
* wa* $300,000,000, the lowest in that pe­ 
riod being $282,000,000 for the crop of 
1898*99, which was 
11,284,000 hales. 
Last year's crop of 9,400,000 bales yield­ 
ed $383,000,000. or $81,000,000 more than 
the preceding crop.* On the basis of a 
possible valuation of $475,000,000 for this 
year’s crop, the difference to the south 
as compared w ith the crop of 1898-99 
would be over $190,000,000. 
Taking last year’s crop aud this crop 
j together, and the total valuation on the 
basis of an estim ate of $475,000,000 for 
I this year’s will be $838,000,000 for the 
two years, against $009,000,000 for the 
two preceding years, showing a differ­ 
ence iii favor of the Colton planters of 
! the south of $238,000,000 for two small 
crops against the two preceding crops, 
each of which exceeded 11,000,000 bales.

In 1890-91 a crop of 8,650,000 bales, 
the average price per pound of middling 
uplands in Nt^v York for the year being 
9.03 cents, brought $430,000,000, aud 
from this figure there was a rapid de­ 
cline to $284,000,000 in 1892-93. 
One of the indications of changed con­ 
ditions in the south is activity in rail­ 
road building.

have extensions planned. 
In Alabama the Louisville aud Nash­ 
ville, the Southern, the Central of Geor­ 
gia, the Alabama and Tombigbee, the 
Chattahoochee Valley, the Tennessee 
aud Alabama Mineral and the Carroll­ 
ton Short Line toad* are making exten­ 
sive improvements. 
The feature of the Southern iron m ar­ 
k'd at present is the export demand. 
W ith reasonable rates and available 
ocean room the Birmingham district 
would be for the present independent of 
tho domestic trade.

The ( Itjr Anthorine!* Now in Control 
Once M ore— Three Thousand 
Residences Totally Wrecked 
by the Awful Storm. 


Galveston, Sept. 29.—The work of re­ 
constructing the bridge across tile tiny 
in IS days is a remarkable achb'vetneut. 
Hardly a stringer was left. 
Three hun­ 
dred and seventy of the piling had 
been knocked oat by the steamship Ro­ 
ma, which wrecked nil of the railroad 
bridges. 
The tem porary bridge is w ith­ 
out a draw os the Santa Fe draw is at 
Austin bayou, IS miles away fropi its 
original location. 
Several trains came and went Friday 
and a number of people left ou the first 
trains out, but only a few of them could 
be regarded as refugees. 
The bourd of health decided there was 
so little more to done by them that 
the daily meetings have boon suspended. 
All patients in tho hospitals are re­ 
ported as doing well. 
At the meeting of the general relief 
committee it was reported that the num ­ 
ber of people now being cared for ii 
much smaller than on any previous day. 
W orthy people who are in need but 
who have not applied for aid are now 
being sought out and supplied. 
The re­ 
ports show th at there has been are re­ 
markably small am ount of fraud. 
Tho 
city hasbeeu turned over to Mayor Jones 
aud m artini law is no longer iii vogue. 
At tho same time, the mayor gave or­ 
ders that the saloons are to be kept 
closed as tight as they have bequ for tho 
past week. 
U nited States Marshal G rant 
has 
w ithdraw n his deputies and m atters are 
fast resuming their normal condition. 
Relief supplies continue to pour in. 
There is an abundance of certain kinds 
of food but a scarcity of other sorts now. 
Shoes and clothing are also scarce. 
A. G. Yomms, inspector for the G al­ 
veston board of underw riters, is platting 
the ruin by the storm on au insurance 
map. 
He has finished tho district east 
of Twenty-filth street finds that in tho 
territory of total destruction, east of 
that street, HHD houses were destroyed. 
He estimates that in the district of total 
destruction, for the full length of the 
city, 3000 houses went down. Thi* does 
not take into account the houses wholly 
or partially wrecked in other portions of 
tbs city. 
The diagram shows that from 
five to seven blookso f the district lying 
along the G ulf of Mexico and west of 
Forty-second street were shorn clean of 
buildings. 
West of Forty-second street 
the settlem ent was sparse and nearly 
everything, except a few buildings far 
back from tho gulf, were demolished. 
Mr. Youens will continue his inspection 
until a complete survey of property loss 
has bo^n made. 
Court will open here Monday and all 
officials will be found in their old places. 
Men are needed to clear the streets, 
and unless 2000 or 3000 eau be had it 
v. ill be a month before the streets will 
bo open. 
Some vessels have arrived for cargos 
of grain urn! cotton.

W ashington, Sept, 23.—An official 
communication, coining through diplo­ 
matic chancels, has been brought to the 
attention of the state departm ent giving 
information as to conditions iii tho Yang 
Tse Kiting valley, aud also giving d e­ 
tailed and fully authenticated instances 
of atrocities in the province of Hunan 
against Christian missionaries. The ac­ 
count is given by one of the Christian 
missionaries 
who 
escaped aud who 
makes the report through the officials of 
the government now forwarding it to 
W ashington. 
In one case, it is stated, a missionary 
had his eyes burned out, then a portion 
of his body was cut off, and finally a red 
hot staff was driven through his back, 
In another case a missionary was 
wrapped In cotton, the cotton was soak­ 
ed in oil and the lease ret on fire. 
Concerning conditions in the Yang 
Tse Kiang valley the report states that 
the viceroys there have exercised a most 
pacific influence, despite orders to the 
contrary from Pekin. 
It app*tars th at the Pekin government 
ordered the viceroys to assemble a large 
arm y aud march it bi tho north. 
But 
as the viceroys personally were opjxised 
to an anti-foreign crusade, the order 
was Hot executed 
Instead of that one 
of the officials assembled an army of 
3000 undiciplined coolies who marched 
north, as a formal compliance w ith tho 
order. 
This action of the Yang Tse 
viceroys in resisting the Pekin influence 
against the foreigners, is said to have 
had an im portant effect in preventing a 
general spread of disorder. 


Til* T ak in g o f IV Tang. 
W ashington, Sept. 23.—The navy de­ 
partm ent has received the following 
cablegram from Admiral Beamy:

A committee of 
men called upon all the m erchants and 
informed th at if they shipped or re­ 
ceived any goods over the Reading road 
they would likewise Im- boycotted. 
The 
railroaders have tho controlling power 
in the town ami some of the merchants 
adm it that they will be compelled to 
subm it to their dmands. 
The action on 
the part of the brotherhoods is a result 
of numerous discharges of union men 
by the Reading company.
